NATURE'S WARNING 



HopkinavilJe People Must 
Recognize And 
Heed It 



Crseks Plan Vigorous Prose- 
cution of The Young 
Men. 



Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. 28.-Vigor- 
cus prosecution of the young men 
■who were engaged in the melee in 
- the restaurant conducted by Greeks 
in this city. Tuesday morning, will 
be undertaken by Judge Ira Julian, 
who has been employed by the rela- 
tive cf Stephen Theophanis, the 
ma, i who was shot. George Theoph- 
anis, a brother of the wounded man. 
who formerly A< in Frankfort, 
hm who now ha^testaurant in an 
Illinois town, rettehed here this 
morning. He took (prompt steps to 
see that justice is dfne. 

The Greeks, who conduct the res- 
taurant, say that they have been the 
victims of prosecution, and that an 
effort has been made to run them 
out of Frankfort. They ?ay that 
they have been attacked and their 
Restaurant torn up several time?, and 
that there seemed to be a concerted 
effort on the part of certain men to 
drive them away from Frankfort. 
The affray of Tu'«day morning was 
the culmination of ihe ?-tries of at- 
tacks on the Ore* k>. and they have 
determined to make this a test. 

The Greek Government will proba 
bly take a hand, and even if nothing 
comes i f the prosecution of the men 
who beat und shot Theophanis and 
his partner, it is likely that the cases 
will go into the Federal Court in a 
civil action for damages. It is re- 
ported that the wounded Greeks will 
file suit against the members of the 
crowd which was in the restaurant, 
and that the city of Frankfort also 
will be joined as defendant. The 
Greeks claim that they have not 
been given protection by the civil 
authorities. 

Several Greeks, who live in Lex- 
ington came to Frankfort this morn- 
ing to lend what aid they could to 
their countrymen in trouble here. 
A conference of the Greeks has been 
held, and they will meet again with 
Judge Julian to decide on what 
steps to take. They say they came 
to Frankfort to enter business and 
have behaved themselves, and yet 
they have been mistreated. Several 
timeo rows have occurred in the res 
taurant, and the place has been 
wrecked twice before Tuesday morn 
ing. 

The examining trial of "Eph" 
Lillard, Jr., "Pat" Bohannon, Grov- 
er Land. "Red" Crumbaugh and 
Hugh Harrod will .-ome up Friday, 
but it is not likely that the evidence 
will be heard. The cases probably 
will be continued and the same bonds 
hold good, as the Greek, who was 
shot is unable to be present at the 
trial. He is retting along nicely and 
probably will get well, unless some 
complication should arise. Dr. John 
Patterson is attending the wounded 
man and thinks he has a good chance 
to get well. Htufcfegetting careful 
attention, and spent a 
for table night. 

All sorts of rumors and report art 
floating about Frankfort as to what 
took place in the rest au ran t the night 
of the shooting, but both the Greeks 
and the men engaged in the row are 
keeping quiet and have but little to 
say.

On the morning of 
the eighth of November Capt. 
Chttles Wilkea, in command of the 
United States warship San Jacinto, 
held up the Trent, forcibly took 
from her the Confederate commis- 
sioners and delivered them up to the 
United Statea authorities at Fort- 
res* Monroe. 

Then it was that William IT. Sew- 
ard began one of the astutest games 
of diplomacy that the history of the 
world can show. With consummate 
tact he managed to satisfy England 
without the slightest jolt to his coun- 
try's honor or pride. Returning the 
commissioners to the British author- 
ities as a "courtesy,** rather than as 
a "(luty,* N ho got out of the difficulty 
without a scintilla of an "apology" 
and without so much as an intima- 
ion of any confession of wrong on 
.he part of his government. 

RACE SUICIDE AND FLATS 



French Law Penalties All Landlords 
Who Discriminate Against 
Children. 

The nation thnt invented French 
flats pud. which is not guiltless re- 
garding race suicide has bt ne 
frightened regarding the cumuh. \ 
effect of its in restraint of popula- 
tion, and is devising a remedy. 
Last year deaths exceeded births in 
France by 28,205. and the deputies 
have been introducing laws about it 
ever since. The latest one is report- 
ed by v cable, and penalizes all renters 
of. apartments who discriminate 
against children, hoping! thus to 
make life easier for pare! .ts. Any 
landlord who refuses to let apart- 
ments to parents is liable to a fine 
of ffom 25 to 1/0 francs, and to be 
doub' A upon a second offense. 

The motive was praised in the 
deputies, but the details were criti- 
cised. It was proposed as a substi- 
tute that whenever flats failed to 
have a child population of 60 to 
each 20 families the landlord should 
be fined according to the deficiency 
in the proportion of children. Thus 
it was hoped to set the landlords 
bidding for parents who would save 
the landlord from fines.

Kodak Co., will sooner or later see 
tne necessity of acquiring the great 
invention. 

Mr. Bowies' success as an inventor 
is very gratisfying to his friends and 
the public generally. 

The Kentuckian's representative 
has seen its pratical workings and 
inheeitatingly commends it as a great 
triumph in the art of photography.

To Insure a successful roast It Is 
necessary to hare a huge bed of 
ashes. !f you can find any of the par- 
ty enthusiastic enough to start the 
fire the night before and keep It go- 
ing steadily, you will have much bet 
ter results.

Po- 
tatoes are dug from their charred 
shells and mixed with plenty of but- 
ter, salt and pepper. 

Let the men tend to putting the 
foods In the ashes, also to removing 
them with small shovels. Girls' 
dresses are too inflammable to go 
near a bonfire. 

There Is a flavor to these ashes 
cooked food that can be had In no 
other way— nor Is It Just Imagination 
or youth lending a glamour. 

Some picnickers Include apples for 
dessert In the roasting list.

World's Supply

New York. Jan. 1.— Coffee has ad- 
vanced la trifle more than 4 cent? a 
pound for all grades, owing to the 
rapidly shrinking visible supply and 
a scheme to control the amount put 
on the market. Further rises may 
be expected if the valorization com- 
mittee, which jealously guards the 
lazel j world's supply in the interest of the 
i producers, cannot be prevailed upon 
j to tot oat its reserve stocks at a 
j more rapid rate. If the present rate 
of advance in price is maintained 
; coffee will become a luxury within 
' another year. 

American coffee merchants liter 
ally have to go a begging boforo the 
representative of the committee in 
this country every fcime they want 
him to loosen up for another thou- 
sand bags. 

Meanwhile the coffee syndicate 
ha3 had the benefit of a remarkable 
advance in the Drices of its collateral 
holidays. When the va'orization 
agreement between the bankers and 
the government of Brazil was signed 
and for some time after, coffee at 
Havre was selling below the limit of 
47 francs for 50 kilos at which the 
syndicate was authorized to part 
with his first installment of 500,000 
bags. During 1909. and 1910 eoffee 
advanced to the present price of 
tjy 50 francs for December, or 33.00 
francs above the minimum limit. By 
the mere advance of thoinarket the 
60,000,000 bags have added to the 
value of the syndicate's holdings 
$26,000,000.
